THE GREAT GALE 


Awful Results of Tuesday’s Storm 
-on the Gulf Coast. 


The Calamity at Sabine Pass (Tex.) 
Not Exaggerated. 


> ——— 


Over One Hundred Drowned and 
Many More Missing. 


The Ruined Town Inaccéssible—Damage to 
Property and Loss of Life at Buffalo— 
Chicago Badiy Shaken by the Wind— 
Fears Entertained for Outbound Lake 
Vessels—Great Destruction In and Around 
Detroit—Efiects of the Storm at Other 
Points. 


CHICAGO, Ill., October 15.—Dispatches from 
various points in Northern Indian#and North- 
ern and Central Illinois report serious dam- 
age by the severe storm of yesterday. Houses 
were unroofed, fences demolished and some 
stock killed. No loss of life is reported as yet. 
A number of frame buildings in the suburbs 
of Chicago were blown down and 
portions of new  0Duildings in the 
course of erection in the city were badly 
damaged. The little town of Lehman, con- 
sisting of about fifty frame houses,and located 
on the line of the Chicago and Northwestern 
Road, was entirely demolished. The build- 
ings were not completed, so that no one was 
hurt. 

‘‘Itwasone of the phenomenal storms of 
the year,’’ said the signal officer, ‘‘and there 
are some points about it which will be of inter- 
est to the scientific world, It was character- 
ized by one of the lowest barometric pressures 
lever observed. At Chicago, when the storm 
center was here, the barometer registered just 
29.098 corrected for sea level. There has never 
been a storm in which all the indications of its 
formation were more decided.’’ 

ON THE LAKE. 

The storm on the lake was the severest that 
has been known fora number of years. About 
9 o’clock the wind, which had been blowing 
fresh from the Sonth, veerea@ suddenly to the 
West and ushered in a gale, which steadily in- 
creased in violence until 8 o’clock in the after- 


noon, when it gradually subsided. At 2 
o'clock the man at theer eported thatthe 
wind was blowing seventy-Gne miles an hour, 
which was the greatest v@ocity attained by 
thestorm. Fortunately th#fe were few ves- 
sels outside the harBor, eomparatively 
little damage was done. 
FEARS FOR OUT-BOUND VESSELS. 

A heavy fleet left here for the Eust shore 
Wednesday and grave fears are entertained 
for its safety. The generai Opinion among 
vessei: men is that the full furyof the gaie 
would be feltoff the East shore, and that re- 
ports of accidents would be received from 
Michigan to-day. The propeller Jay Gould, 
just in from Lake Superior, was ten hours 
late. Capt. McCauley says he has never ex- 
perienced 80 severe a storm on Lake 
Michigan. He sailed a direct course from the 
Manitous and had the wind almost abeam. A 
tremendous sea was running. Seas swept 
broadside over the steamer’s hurricane deck, 
and the Captain’ was thoroughly drenched 
while standing on top of the pilot-house. He 
}saw uo vessels in distress. 

LAKE VESSELS SAFE, 

Theriver this morning between its mouth 
and the lumber market presented one of the 
busiest sights of the season. From 8 untila 
few minutes after 9 o’clock twenty-three ves- 
sels, principaily lumber-hookers, had passed 
the barge office at Rush street. All these crafts 
were fortunate enough to have gained the 
west shore before the storm caught them, and 
in consequence were enabled to beat down 
without difficulty, all arriving in port sehip- 
safe, with tne exception of a few that 
had lost some of their sails. There 
is little doubt entertained along the 
docks, but that the storm has spent itself and 
that every vessel that was on the west shore 
yesterday is either in harSor or will putin an 
uppearance during the day, but serious 
fears are entertained for the safety of 
vessels caught in the biow on the 
east shore where the severity of the 
storm was felt, with but little chance of find- 
ing a safe anchorage. The captain of the 
schooner Stafford, which arrived early this 
morning, reports sighting the schooner B. F. 
Richmond in mid-lake yesterday, in a bad 
condition. The Richmond was. stripped clean 
of canvas, and most of herdeck-load of lum- 
ber was gone. Owingto his own precarious 
condition the captain of the Stafford could not 
render any assistance to the crippled vessel, 
and if she does not arrive before night a 
search will be made forher. The wind this 
morning was blowing a stiff breeze from the 
west-southwest, a favorable one to make this 
port with, and the arrivals are expected to 
number well up to a hundred. 


The Damage at Buffalo. 


Burra.o, N. Y., October 15.—The gale which 
visited Buffalo last night did a vast amount of 
damage. For a time the wind reached a 
velocity of seventy miles an hour. On the 


lake front, in the geen, f of what is known as 
the seawall, forty small houses were totally 
destroyed by wind and water, and their occu- 
pants had to filytor their lives. Several per- 
sons aro known to have  »perished, 
ainong them a sailor named Chas. 
Mitchell and an old man named John 
Edmunds. The bodies of two children were 
recovered this morning, and also two bodies 
which are unknown at present on the Ham- 
burg Turnpike, near the city. Twenty or 
thirty families have been rendered destitute, 
and an appeal for aid has been issued. 
Throughout the city many buildings were de- 
molisned, and much damage was sustained by 
the splendid new Music Hall, in co e of con- 
struction. A large section of the rear wall, 
which was nearly ready for the roof, was 
blown down witha terrife crash, shaking 
houses in the vicinity. 
UP IN A TREB. 

The damage to the building isestimated at 
$12,000. Work on the structure will be greatly 
delaved. Mrs. Roberts’ saloon and boarding- 
house on the Turnpike road was carried about 
five hundred feet, and the family were rescued

Several yachts and other 
vessels along the river were badly damaged 
by beating against the docks. Af the lower 
end of the Detroit River, the schooner Mary is 


on Fighting Island, and a number 
of other vessels have been eeverely 
handled by the gale. Sheboygan and 


Sand Beach both report a terrific blow. Many 
vessels are safe in harbor at those points. At 
Hudson the wind reached a velocity of sixty 
miles an hour. The Fair buildings at School- 
craft have been so badly damaged that 
the Fair will be postponed. The roof 
of the Adrian College Chapel was blown 
off and the wail blown down. At Carue’s fur- 
hiture factory, in that town, the roof was 
blown off and $10,000 worth of furniture dam- 
aged. It is impossibie to give any idea of the 
aggregate damage, but it has been heavy. 


The Sabine Pass Disaster. 


BEAUMONT, Tex., October 15.—The first re- 
ports of the great disaster at Sabine Pass were 
not in the least exaggerated, in fact they 


under-estimated the pumber of deaths 
caused by the storm. The death 
roll * now reaches ninety, with a 
number missing. It is thought that fully 100 
persons met their death on the night of the 
gale. The relief party that went down as near 
““20'ne aS possible on the Sabine & East Texas 
Railroad are still there. The trains could not 
get within twelve miles ofthe ruined town. 

: ONE HUNDRED MISSING. 

NEW ORLEANS, October 15.—A special dis- 
patch to the Picayune says the relief boat La 
lar has returned to Beaumont from Sabine 
Pass. Only two houses are lett in the latter 
piace. One hundred persons are missing. 

THE RELIEF PARTY AT WORK. 

However, Over a dozen towboats have been 
sent there and are at work saving life and prop- 
erty. There is considerabie backwater vet at 
Sabine, hemmed in and held there by the rail- 
road embaukment. The most intense excite- 
ment has prevailed here since the first news 
of the fearful catastrophe. The people 
have neither ate nor slept and erowds 
have surrounded the wharves and depot 
waiting for the return of the § train 
or boat from the devastated town. The steam- 
boat L. Q. C. mar left Orange Wednesday 
night at 10 o’clock with a relief committee on 
board. When she would return no 
one knew, but a constant watch 
was kept at Orange and here. At exactly 
midnight last nicht the whistle of the Lamar 
was heard. The people hurried helter-skelter 
to hear the news and to receive the sick and des- 
titute. The relief committee aboard consisted 
of twenty citizens from Beaumont and about 
forty from Orange. They triveled up the 
Neches River between 4 p.m. and midnight, 
which was an extraordinary trip, fraught 
with fearful danger. Twenty-five of the 
committee were left at Sabine Pass to recover 
some of the bodies, many of which 
are reported to have been washed dozens of 
miles over into Louisiana. The members of 
the relief committee who returned were so 
tired and worn ont, and so overcome by 
the horrible devastation they had wit- 
nessed, that it was next to impossible 
to getacoherent story from them, and as 
each of the rescued refugees was surrounded 
by about a hundred people, it was equally im- 
possible to get a detailed account 
from any of them. The exact 
extent of the storm-swept district is 

yet unknown. From reports brought by the 
committee itis certain that the flooded dis- 
trict embraced an expanse of country many 
times larger than at first supposed. 
AN UNBROKEN WALL OF WATER. 

The Gulfseems to have moved over the land 
for miles in one high, unbroken wali of water. 
The committee report that 101 persons 
are missing, ninety of whom are 
known to have been drowned. 
Thirty-five of the victims were white 
ana fifty-five colored. Joseph, known as 
‘*Alligator’’ Smith, was supposed to be among 
the lost, as people on the relief train saw him 
driving before .,the gale on Lake 
Sabine at the rate of twenty-five 
miles an hour, clinging to his skiff and 
cailing loud!y forhelp. Great was the sbtr- 
peice. therefore, when ‘‘Alligator’’ over- 

auled the steamer on its return, bringing 
with him in bis small boat three persons 
whom he had rescued in a swamp. 
Many other miraculous escapes are 
recorded. Ninety-one haif-clad, shivering, 
wretched victims of thestorm “were proug 
upon the Lamar. Blankets and bedding were 
immediately gathered from house to house for 
the comfort of the heart- broken sufferers every 
one of whom has some dear friend or relative 
among the dead. Nearly all the refugees are 
sick and prostrated from exhaustion and hun- 
ger. They are being tenderly cared for by 
citizens of Beaumont,

ATTITUDE OF THE TORY PARTY ON LORD

LONDON, October 15.—The attitude of the 
Tory party on Churenhill’s new programme is 
shown by a signed article by Mr. Chaplin, 
published to-day.

It will be remembered that he 
was crowded out by Churchill when the 
present cabinet was formed, onthe policy 
of maintaining the union of Unionists 
unimpaired. He says the Government 
of the country was thereby absolutely handed 
over to Lord Hartington’s party. On the Gov- 
ernment’s endeavor to lay the foundations of 
a system of popular local government in Ire- 
land at the next session of Parliament,he quotes 
Hicks-Beach’s saying last January, that the 
condition of Ireland was not, in the opinion of 
the Government, favorable forthe considera- 
tion of local government there. Chaplin pre- 
fers to stand by 

HIS EARLIER OPINION. 

As for freehold plats, if they mean allot- 
ments, he supports them; if, as advocated by 
Jesse Collins, they mean small! holdings, 
he opposes them. On the question of the 
cloture, he declared that Cnurchill’s proposal 
to establish it by a bare majority would lead 
to serious dissensions in the Tory party, and 
would, he says, do immense mischief, and be 
ineffective as a remedy, the safeguards 
sumgested are wholly illusory, con- 
sidering that in the recent elec- 
tions the Conservative increase of 
strength in the boroughs has been 22 per cent, 
in the counties 34 per cent, and that there are 
in the Commons 136 Tory county members 
against 10 borough members.

More Jay Gouldism. 


From the New York WORLD. 

The great railroad bridge over the Missis- 
sippi River at St. Louis is the throat of that 
city. Through its passages the city recéives 
the traffic and travel that are food and air 
upon which its commercial life depends. 

Jay Gould has finally fastened his clutch 
upon the respiratory organs of St. Louis. 
Every ton of freight and every passénger that 
enters the city over this bridge must pay 
toll to the great monopolist. Not satisfied 
with this Mr. Gould has, itis said, just bought 
the only competing ferry, so that he now has 
**gsole control of transportation by ferry and 
bridge across the Mississippi, and every ter- 
minal facility on both sides of the river.’’ 

Nor does this satisfy his monetary ambition. 
It has transpiréd that Mr. Gould furnished 
the inspiration and‘the money for thé organi- 
zation a month ago of the St. Louis 
Consolidated Coal Company, by means of 
which all the Illinois coal mines that the city 
depends upon for its supply were bought out- 
right or brought intoa gigantic pool. The 
combination is not only able to fix the price of 
coal at St. Louis, which it has already raised, 
but its control of the mines will prevens the 
new bridge company, chartered, after a hard 
fight in Congréss, to supply competition 
against the Gould bridge, from getting the 
traflic upoh which its projectors depended 
for the success of their enterprise. 

St. Louis is thus at the mercy of one man, 
sitting in his office in this city. New Yorkers 
can better appreciate the situation by consid- 
ering how they would be apt to. fareif all 
communication with New Jersey and all ter- 
minal facilities along the North River were 
inthe hands of one man and that one man 
Jay Gould. 


Lowest Wages in Protected Industriés. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

Iron ore is protected by a tariff, yet the 
iron ore workers of Pennsylvania earned an 
average Of $4 a week during the year 1885, as 
showu by the returns of theiremployers to 
the State Bureau of Industrial Statistics. 

Soft coal is protected by a tariff of 75 cents 
per ton, yet the bituminous coal workers in 
Pennsylvania only earned an average of $6.21 
per week in 1885, as shown by the reports of 
their employers. 

Iron is protected by a high tariff, and the 
workers about the blast furnaces of Pensyl- 
vania only earned an ayerage of $7.39 per week 
in 1885,asshown by the reports of their em- 
ployers. 

The fron and coal interests are among the 
most thoroughly protected interests of Penn- 
syivania, and yet the wages of labor ifn iron, 
iron ore and coa) are lower than any of the 
unprotected industries. If the protective tar- 
iff insures higher pay to labor, as is claimed, 
why do the wages of iron and coal workers 
rule so low?

THE CLVIL COURTS. 


JUDGE THAYER DECEDES THAT ATTORNEYS 
CANNOT WITHHOLD CEIENTS’ PAPERS. 


Important Ruling fn #Case of Retention for 


Dome. 


some importance to attorneys and their 
clients concerning the right of the former to 
retain papers and documents belonging to the 
latter. The opinion is as follows: 

Supreme Lodge, Knights and Ladies of 
Honor against Hannah Steiner. In matter of 
the application of the plaintiff to compel 
Messrs. Davis & Davis to surrender certain 
papers placed in their hands as attorneys. 

Iam satisfied that this court has the power 
to compelan attorney, by summary proceed- 
ing, to surrender papers to his cifent in cases 
where the papers belong tothe clientand the 
attorney has uno lien on the same 
and the same came to the 
attorney’s possession by virtue of his office as 
attorney. If an attorhiey comes into posses- 
sion of any of his client’s property not by vir- 
tue of hie offive as an attorney, and a contro- 
versy arises as to the rieht of possession, the 
controversy must be tried by replevin. 

In this case it seems that the relation of 
client and attorney existed, and the papers 
came to the hunds of Davis & Davis by vir- 
tue of that relation to enable them to prose- 
cute an action for the plaintiff. The Court 
can exercise a summery jurisdiction im such 
cases. The present return states no defense 
to the rule because in this State attorneys 
havé no lien on papers for their fees and the 
pinintiff does not appear to be insolvent. The 
rule must be made absolute unless Mesers.

THE PROVIDENT DIVIDEND. 


Further Distribution of the Broken Bank’s 
Assets to Depositors. 


There was less jam at the Provident Bank 
to-day than yesterday, but more people were 
paid the dividend of 50 percent. This was be- 
cause the depositors distributed themselves 
over a greater space as regards time, and 
thereceiver’s assistants, having had the ex- 
perience of yesterday, were more deft in finding 


checks, receipts and stamping books. The 
crowd did not at any time in the morning 
grow crushiny; there were just enough eager 
depositors to make it interesting for Receiver 
Thompson when one batch having been paid 
he opened the door to letin another. Yester- 
day the applicants were largely small 
depositors, to whom, however, the ap- 
parent loss of their savings was 
a more terrible calamity than 
sweeping away of a thousand dollars 
would be to the heavier depositors. These 
smali people were so eager to get their noney 
that the announcement a dividend would be 
paid was sufficient to bring them pushing to 
the front. To-day the amounts paid indi- 
vidual depositors were larger. Some 
of the smaller creditors, old women, labor- 
ers and other savings depositors who have no 
knowledge of business methods were paid 
their dividend yesterday, and to-day again ap- 
peared, thinking the remainder of their claim 
was tobe paid. This was repeated so often 
that by noon the policeman on watch refused 
to laugh at it.

IMPRESSIONS OF THE OLD WORLD DRA- 
MATIC AND MUSICAL PRODUCTIONS. 


Mr. Waldauer Chats About His Recent Trip~— 
Irving’s Production of Faust—Opera in 
Paris—A Glimpse of Bismarck—The Wag- 
ner Festival—Mad King Ludwig’s Monu- 
ment—A Reminiscence of Mozart.

Every detail in setting and cos- 
tunes was absolutely correct. In changing 
sets the stage would be darkened for an in- 
stant only and when the light was thrown on 
again every detail ofa new scene was dis- 
closed to view. The mountain scene was 
magnificent and electric lights were used with 
marvellous effect. The most beautiful women 
were disclosed with the witches in weird and 
realistic splendor.

Placing the Electric Light—An Official Visit to 
Liberty Island—The Police Arrangements 
for Preserving Order at the Dedication—A

Lawyer Niles’ Experience with a “Sharp” 
Bucket-Shop Proprietor.

NEW YORK, October 15.—Andrew R. Ham- 
mond, the alleged proprietor of a ‘‘bucket- 
shop’’ at No. 42 Broadway, was examined 
yesterday by Lawyer William W. Niles by or- 
der of Judge Donohue.
